Something important is 
going on right now in Cum¬ 
berland County. Our Fiscal 
Court is in the process of 
passing an ordinance that 
will declare us to be a “right 
to work” county. In simplest 
terms that means no person 
will be required to join and 
support a labor union in 
order to work here. 

In more complete terms 
it means that our Court is 
taking steps to reinstate one 
of our personal liberties that 
has been trampled upon by 
higher government. 

At the moment Kentucky 
is the only southern state 
that is not “right to work” 
and our neighbor states, 
including Indiana and Ten¬ 
nessee, do protect citizens 
right to work. As a result 
many employers move out 
of state and others decline 
to set up shop in the first 
place. Not good for Ken¬ 
tucky breadwinners. 

Attempts to correct the 
situation at state level have 
fallen on deaf ears. Since 
Frankfort has declined to 
rectify the situation the 
onus of responsibility has 
come down to county level. 
Four other counties have 
passed such ordinances 
and that means that our 
Fiscal Court has taken a 
position of early leadership 
in addressing the problem. 

It takes 
a great level of initiative 
and responsibility, not to 
mention backbone, to take 
such an action in the face of 
organized political opposi¬ 
tion. Our Court is fighting 
bureaucracy and in the 
course of recorded history 
no powerful and bloated 
bureaucracy has ever dem¬ 
onstrated even a smidgen 
of self-control and restraint.

A Gallup poll in 2013 
found that a miserly 14 
percent of Americans con¬ 
sider state officeholders 
“trustworthy.” 

That, of course, doesn’t 
mean all politicians are 
untrustworthy. They aren’t. 

In fact, such polls re¬ 
ally aren’t about individual 
politicians as much as they 
serve as a kind of protest in 
favor of oft-discarded val¬ 
ues - such as when a man’s 
word was his bond or when 
hard-fought politically ne¬ 
gotiated agreements were 
honored. 

Take, for example, the 
agreement reached on a 
minimum-wage increase 
during the 2007 session of 
the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly that led to passage 
of House Bill 305, which 
raised the state’s minimum 
wage by $2.10 during the

“The mentally ill frighten 
and embarrass us. There¬ 
fore, we marginalize the 
people who most need our 
acceptance. What mental 
health needs is more sun¬ 
light, more candor, more 
unashamed conversation.” 

Adjustment Disorder 

A client just contacted 
me. She had been having 
a hard time. In her words: 

“I really did come close 
on Christmas Eve to tak¬ 
ing that bottle of pills. That 
scared me more than any¬ 
thing and that is why I was 
admitted to the psych unit. 
It was the best thing that I 
could have done as it was a 
caring and compassionate 
place. They listened and 
helped to point me in the 
right direction.” 

They did address her 
depression, and then gave 
her medication for anxiety. 
However, the psychiatrist 
who diagnosed her did not 
listen to her history and 
diagnosed her with major 
depression. It is true that 
she was seriously depressed, 
but her depression comes 
and goes with the changing 
events of her life situation. 

That is why there is a 
more appropriate diagno¬ 
sis: Adjustment Disorder 
with Mixed Anxiety and 
Depressed Mood, would fit 
her better. 

An adjustment disorder 
happens when a person 
cannot adjust or cope with 
life events that stress them 
beyond normal limits. They 
develop symptoms of de¬ 
pression (feeling hopeless, 


losing interest in life, crying, 
sleeping a great deal) as 
depressed people do. Theirs 
is situational depression or 
anxiety, and usually goes 
away when the stressor is 
resolved and they can adapt. 

For some, it is acute 
(lasts less than six months) 
and for others it is chronic 
(more than six months). 
The subtypes of Adjust¬ 
ment Disorder are: with 
depressed mood; with anxi¬ 
ety; with mixed anxiety 
and depressed mood; with 
disturbance of conduct; with 
mixed disturbance of emo¬ 
tions and conduct, and; 
unspecified. 

Adjustment Disorders 
are not just Depression or 
Anxiety or Conduct Dis¬ 
order “Lite”, but can also 
lead to an increased risk of 
suicide attempts and com¬ 
pleted suicides. 

My client has been given 
an antidepressant (Well- 
butrin) and an anti-anxiety 
medication (BuSpar), both 
of which are helping her. 

As with all psychotro¬ 
pic medications, they all 
address and suppress the 
symptoms. The underlying 
stressors, however, must be 
identified and addressed 
in order to put an end to 
the cause of the symptoms. 
Hers is a difficult sister who 
makes too many demands, 
and a limited income for a 
retired woman on a fixed 
income. We are working 
on those issues and she 
is learning how to avoid 
making them an overblown 
issue by dealing with them 
effectively over time.

government wage goes up,” 
Floyd said. “That was the 
deal and we're all prepared 
for that.” 

However, Terry Mills, D- 
Lebanon, another panelist 
on the KET show, wants 
to break that deal since he 
doesn't believe Washington 
is going to pass a minimum 
wage any time soon. 

This despite the fact 
that before Mills even was 
elected, several legislators, 
including Floyd, voted for 
HB 305 because, while they 
oppose government tell¬ 
ing business owners what 
they must pay workers, 
they were satisfied that fu¬ 
ture minimum-wage hikes 
could not occur just because 
some economic illiterates 
in Frankfort didn't think 
Washington was moving 
fast enough. 

Mills now presumably 
doesn't believe that a deal's 
a deal when it involves 
minimum-wage policies 
- although I suspect the 
reasonable and conservative 
folks in his district might 
disagree. 

“We all know, I think - es¬ 
pecially in the current polit¬ 
ical climate in Washington, 
D.C. - the minimum wage is 
not going to be raised, so I 
think we have an obligation 
to treat these people better,” 
Mills said. 

Mills apparently believes 
that an agreement should 
be honored as long as the 
political environment favors 
his ideology. But when those 
conditions change to ones 
he doesn’t particularly care 
for, then he's really under no 
obligation to uphold his end 
of an arrangement. 

Along with the subtle, 
backhanded slam that the 
government in Frankfort 
would - as he stated - treat 
“these people better” than 
the business owners in Leb¬ 
anon and across Kentucky 
who employ them, Mills 
seems to find himself in a 
quandary about deals made 
and deals broken. 

When you understand 
the fact that Mills and the 
leadership of the Kentucky 
House would be in any 
kind of a dilemma at all 
about whether to keep an 
agreement like the accord 
reached on such a conse¬ 
quential policy like raising 
the minimum wage, then it 
becomes much clearer how 
state politicians could rank 
so low on taxpayers' “trust¬ 
worthy” meters.

Jeff Mowers, Chairman 
of the Cumberland County 
Conservation District would 
like to announce that Janu¬ 
ary 2015 Environmental 
Awareness is “Livestock 
Disposal (Dead Animal 
Burial) Program”. 

The Cumberland County 
Conservation District re¬ 
ceived a $5,000 Environ¬ 
mental Grant to help imple¬ 
ment this project. We invite 
you to utilize this program. 

Kentucky has nearly 3 
million cattle, swine, and 
goats in the state. With 
high numbers of animals 
and a mortality rate of 3 to 
5 percent, disposal of animal 
carcasses can be a cause for 
concern. 

Improper disposal of ani¬ 
mal carcasses can contami¬ 
nate drinking water sources 
and / or spread disease. 
Kentucky state law provides 
guidance for animal carcass 
disposal in effort to protect 
Kentucky’s water resources 
and its citizens. 

Dead animals should 
be disposed of within 48 
hours of death and in ac¬ 
cordance with Kentucky 
Agriculture Water Qual¬ 
ity Act Livestock BMP #15. 
(Dead Animal Disposal - 
methods approved by the 
state veterinarian that are 
legally and environmen¬ 
tally acceptable, including 
incineration, boiling, bury¬ 
ing, rendering, placing in a 
landfill or composting). 

This service is available 
to all livestock producers 
(without charge) that are 


within the boundaries of 
Cumberland County. This 
program is administrated 
through the Fiscal Court.

(dead) animal, please call

The EJSG 
Program provides funding 
for projects that help com¬ 
munities understand and 
address exposure to mul¬ 
tiple environmental harms 
and risks at the local level. 
The application deadline 
has been extended from Dec. 
15, 2014, to Jan. 9, 2015. 

EPA recognizes the criti¬ 
cal role of helping communi¬ 
ties with localized strategies 
to avoid, lessen, or delay the 
risks and impacts associated 
with our changing climate. 
As a result, this year's EJSG 
Program will have a special 
emphasis on proposals sup¬ 
porting community-based 
preparedness and resilience 
efforts (community climate 
resiliency). In an effort to 
ensure that support reaches 
new areas, the Agency also 


is prioritizing funding to 
organizations that have not 
recently received an award 
under the EJSG Program. 

The total estimated 
amount of funding available 
for awards under this solici¬ 
tation for fiscal year 2015 is 
approximately $1.2 million. 
EPA anticipates awarding 
up to four grants per EPA 
region in amounts of up to 
$30,000 per award for a two- 
year project period.

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USDA Provides Greater 
Protection for Fruit, 
Vegetable and Other 
Specialty Crop Growers 


Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack today an¬ 
nounced that greater pro¬ 
tection is now available 
from the Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Pro¬ 
gram for crops that tradi¬ 
tionally have been ineligible 
for federal crop insurance. 
The new options, created 
by the 2014 Farm Bill, pro¬ 
vide greater coverage for 
losses when natural disas¬ 
ters affect specialty crops 
such as vegetables, fruits, 
mushrooms, floriculture, 
ornamental nursery, aqua¬ 
culture, turf grass, ginseng, 
honey, syrup, and energy 
crops. 

“These new protections 
will help ensure that farm 
families growing crops for 
food, fiber or livestock con¬ 
sumption will be better able 
to withstand losses due to 
natural disasters,” said Vil¬ 
sack. “For years, commodity 
crop farmers have had the 
ability to purchase insur¬ 
ance to keep their crops 
protected, and it only makes 
sense that fruit and veg¬ 


etable, and other specialty 
crop growers, should be able 
to purchase similar levels of 
protection. Ensuring these 
farmers can adequately 
protect themselves from 
factors beyond their control 
is also critical for consumers 
who enjoy these products 
and for communities whose 
economies depend on them.” 

Previously, the program 
offered coverage at 55 per¬ 
cent of the average market 
price for crop losses that ex¬ 
ceed 50 percent of expected 
production. Producers can 
now choose higher levels of 
coverage, up to 65 percent of 
their expected production at 
100 percent of the average 
market price. 

The expanded protection 
will be especially helpful to 
beginning and traditionally 
underserved producers, as 
well as farmers with limited 
resources, who will receive 
fee waivers and premium 
reductions for expanded 
coverage. More crops are 
now eligible for the pro¬ 
gram, including expanded 


aquaculture production 
practices, and sweet and 
biomass sorghum. For the 
first time, a range of crops 
used to produce bioenergy 
will be eligible as well. 

“If America is to remain 
food secure and continue 
exporting food to the world, 
we need to do everything 
we can to help new farmers 
get started and succeed in 
agriculture,” Vilsack said. 
“This program will help new 
and socially disadvantaged 
farmers affordably man¬ 
age risk, making farming a 
much more attractive busi¬ 
ness proposition.” 

To help producers learn 
more about the Noninsured 
Crop Disaster Assistance 
Program and how it can help 
them, USDA, in partnership 
with Michigan State Uni¬ 
versity and the University 
of Illinois, created an on¬ 
line resource. The Web tool, 
available at www.fsa.usda. 
gov/nap, allows producers 
to determine whether their 
crops are eligible for cover¬ 
age. It also gives them an 
opportunity to explore a va¬ 
riety of options and levels to 
determine the best protec¬ 
tion level for their operation. 

If the application dead¬ 
line for an eligible crop has 
already passed, producers 
will have until Jan. 14, 
2015, to choose expanded 
coverage through the Non¬ 
insured Crop Disaster As¬ 
sistance Program. To learn

or contact your local FSA 
office at offices.usda.gov. 
The Farm Service Agency 
(FSA), which administers 
the program, also wants to 
hear from producers and 
other interested stakehold¬ 
ers who may have sugges¬ 
tions or recommendations 
on the program. Written 
comments will be accepted 
until Feb. 13, 2015 and can 
be submitted through www. 
regulations.gov. 

These new provisions un¬ 
der the Noninsured Crop Di¬ 
saster Assistance Program 
were made possible through 
the 2014 Farm Bill, which 
builds on historic economic 
gains in rural America over 
the past five years, while 
achieving meaningful re¬ 
form and billions of dollars 
in savings for the taxpayer. 
Since enactment, USDA has 
made significant progress 
to implement each provi¬ 
sion of this critical legisla¬ 
tion, including providing 
disaster relief to farmers 
and ranchers; strength¬ 
ening risk management 
tools; expanding access to 
rural credit; funding criti¬ 
cal research; establishing 
innovative public-private 
conservation partnerships; 
developing new markets for 
rural-made products; and 
investing in infrastructure, 
housing and community fa¬ 
cilities to help improve qual¬ 
ity of life in rural America.

Kentucky needs anti-smoking legislation

Last year, we had many 
letters to the editor writ¬ 
ten urging Kentuckians 
to become engaged in the 
Smoke-Free Legislation. As 
the Executive Director of 
the Kentucky Rural Health 
Association, I am requesting 
all Kentuckians, to contact 
your elected state officials to 
support a strong, statewide, 
smoke-free workplace law 
during the 2015 Kentucky 
General Assembly session. 

It’s time for Kentucky 
to join the growing num¬ 
ber of states, counties, and 
cities that have enacted 
smoke-free laws that apply 
to all workplaces and public 
places, including restau¬ 
rants and bars. Twenty- 
four states and nearly 500 
municipalities have enacted 
such laws. Nearly half of the 
U.S. population now lives in 
areas with this important 
health protection. 

Regrettably, many resi¬ 
dents and workers in Ken¬ 
tucky do not yet have the 
right to breathe clean, 
smoke-free air. Too often 
when they enter a work¬ 
place or public establish¬ 
ment, Kentuckians are still 
exposed to harmful second¬ 
hand smoke, which contains 
more than 7,000 chemicals, 
including hundreds that are 
toxic and at least 70 that 
are proven to cause cancer. 
In addition to the danger 
to public health, second¬ 
hand smoke also harms 
Kentucky’s business image. 
That’s why the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce has 
joined hundreds of health 
and medical organizations 
and community groups in 
supporting a state law to 
make all indoor workplaces 
smoke-free. 

The good news is that 
about 31% of Kentuckians 
are protected by compre¬ 
hensive, smoke-free laws 
or regulations passed at 
the city or county level. 
These laws are an appro¬ 
priate response from local 
leaders to the overwhelm¬ 
ing scientific evidence that 
secondhand smoke is a se¬ 
rious health hazard that 
causes heart disease, lung 
cancer, and other serious ill¬ 
nesses. As smoke-free laws 
have spread, the evidence 
in Kentucky is that these 
laws protect health without 
harming business in bars, 
restaurants, and other hos¬ 
pitality venues. 


As Kentucky legislators 
again prepare to consider 
smoke-free legislation, I 
want to share with you the 
evidence that secondhand 
smoke is hazardous to hu¬ 
man health and that smoke- 
free laws protect health 
without harming business. 
I also want to share infor¬ 
mation about the Kentucky 
Rural Health Association, 
and other members of the 
Smoke-Free Kentucky co¬ 
alition, advocating for a 
comprehensive, smoke-free 
law that applies to all work¬ 
places and public places and 
is free of exemptions that 
would leave some people 
exposed. 

Secondhand smoke is 
a serious health hazard 

There is now overwhelm¬ 
ing and irrefutable evidence 
that secondhand smoke 
harms human health. As 
the U.S. Surgeon General 
stated when releasing a 
landmark 2006 report on 
secondhand smoke, “The 
debate is over. The science is 
clear. Secondhand smoke is 
a serious health hazard that 
causes premature death 
and disease in children and 
non-smoking adults.” In 
2010, the Surgeon General’s 
Report confirmed that even 
a little bit of tobacco smoke 
causes damage to DNA, 
blood vessels, and lung tis¬ 
sue. The Surgeon General’s 
conclusions from both re¬ 
ports include: 

Secondhand smoke is a 
toxic mix of more than 7,000 
chemicals that attack every 
organ in the body. 

Secondhand smoke 
causes lung cancer and 
heart disease in non-smok¬ 
ing adults and respiratory 
and ear infections, more 
severe asthma attacks, sud¬ 
den infant death syndrome, 
and low birth weight in 
children. According to the 
Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention, nearly 
50,000 Americans die each 
year from lung cancer and 
heart disease caused by sec¬ 
ondhand smoke exposure. 

There is no safe level of 
exposure to secondhand 
smoke. Even brief expo¬ 
sure can trigger immedi¬ 
ate, harmful changes in the 
cardiovascular system that 
increase risk of heart attack 
or stroke. 

The only way to protect 
non-smokers from second¬ 
hand smoke is to require 
smoke-free workplaces and 


public places. Other ap¬ 
proaches, such as air venti¬ 
lation systems and smoking 
and non-smoking sections, 
do not work. 

These findings lead to 
one clear conclusion: no one 
should have to put up with 
the serious health risks of 
secondhand smoke in order 
to earn a living or enjoy an 
evening at a bar or restau¬ 
rant. 

Smoke-free laws 
protect health without 
harming business 

As we debate smoke-free 
legislation, opponents con¬ 
tinue to make the usual, 
unfounded arguments that 
smoke-free laws hurt busi¬ 
ness. These arguments are 
not supported by the facts. 
Dozens of scientific studies 
and the experience of the 
growing number of smoke- 
free states and cities all 
show the same thing: smoke- 
free laws at worst have no 
impact on the restaurant 
and bar business and even 
have a positive impact in 
some cases. This conclusion 
is based on comparisons 
of objective economic data, 
such as employment, sales, 
and profits, before and after 
smoke-free laws take effect. 
As the Surgeon General’s 
2006 report concluded, “Evi¬ 
dence from peer-reviewed 
studies shows that smoke- 
free policies and regulations 
do not have an adverse 
economic impact on the 
hospitality industry.” 

In Lexington, which went 
smoke-free in April 2004, a 
study concluded, “In gen¬ 
eral, selected key business 
indicators in Lexington 
restaurants, bars and hotels 
have not been affected by 
the smoke-free law.” The 
same was true of an eco¬ 
nomic study that examined 
the economic impact on 
northern Kentucky border 
counties when Ohio went 
smoke-free. 

These findings are not 
surprising given the strong 
public support for smoke- 
free laws and strong pref¬ 
erence for smoke-free es¬ 
tablishments. A 2014 poll 
found that Kentucky voters 
support a statewide smoke- 
free law by a 65% to 29% 
margin. The Zagat Survey, 
the authoritative survey of 
restaurant dining trends, 
has consistently found that 
consumers strongly prefer 
smoke-free restaurants. 
The 2008 Zagat Survey of 


132,000 Americans showed 
77% of diners said they'd eat 
out less if smoking were per¬ 
mitted in local restaurants, 
and only 2% saying they'd 
dine out more. 

Smoke-free laws that 
are comprehensive are 
also the most effective 

Kentucky can learn from 
other states that passed 
partial, smoke-free laws 
in the past. Many were 
challenged in the courts, of¬ 
ten because they exempted 
certain businesses, forcing 
states to fund costly legal 
battles. When exemptions 
have not been overturned, 
states often have a difficult 
time with enforcement due 
to confusion over which 
businesses are covered and 
which have been granted 
an exemption. They often 
have costly and complicated 
systems for approving ex¬ 
emptions and conducting 
compliance checks. When 
all indoor workplaces are 
covered, the law is easily 
understood and the public 
and business owners are 
often required to do little 
more than ask smokers to 
step outside. 

In summary, smoke-free 
laws have been unmitigated 
and popular successes here 
in Kentucky at the local lev¬ 
el and virtually everywhere 
they have been implement¬ 
ed. Comprehensive laws 
protect everyone equally, 
achieve nearly universal 
compliance, and improve 
air quality and the health 
of workers almost immedi¬ 
ately. Finally, the hospitality 
industry thrives - despite 
claims to the contrary - 
and the public appreciates 
smoke-free laws.
